From Hanoi to China 
Hospital Report 
Oil Pipeline to Ease 
Mined Harbor Effect

W ASHINGTON (A P ) - 
North Vietnam is building a 
new coastal pipeline which 
d efen se exp erts say w ill 
increase and speed the flow of 
vital gasoline and other oil 
products from China. 
US. analysts estim ate the 
new pipeline, supplementing 
a twin line laid earlier from 
the Hanoi 
area to China, 
could be finished by early 
November. 
The 
Hanoi govern m en t 
started building pipelines to 
China after the United States 
m ined and closed seven 
North Vietnam ese ports in 
early May. 
These pipelines, together 
with hundreds of trucks using 
many roads, have enabled 
North Vietnam to continue 
receiving vital war supplies 
from 
China and 
R u ssia, 
although 
in con sid erab ly 
sm aller quantities' than be­ 
fore the mine blockade and 
bombing of the country’s rail 
and 
road 
links 
with 
the 
outside w ere ordered by 
President Nixon last spring. 
The 
first 
four-inch- 
d iam eter 
pip elin es, 
con ­ 
necting the Hanoi area with 


the railhead town of Ping 
Hsiang in Southern China, 
carried about 20,000 tons of 
petroleum products to North 
V ietnam 
in 
A ugust, 
a c ­ 
cording to US. intelligence. 
No estim ates are available 
yet for September. 
P en tagon exp erts h ave 
calculated that North Viet­ 
nam ’s minimum gasoline and 
oil requirem ents can be m et 
with a flow at the August 
level, which was about 40 per 
cent of the country’s monthly 
imports of fuel for aircraft, 
trucks and tanks when Soviet 
ships were free to unload in 
Haiphong. 
The new line was detected 
in late September, starting 
west of the sm all port of Hon 
Gai. At last report, it ex­ 
tended about 25 m iles nor­ 
theastward toward China. 
A nalysts 
say 
the 
new 
pipeline may be pushed as far 
as som e sm all ports in South 
China, such as Lanchuanao 
which 
can 
accom m odate 
sm aller oil carriers. The US. 
experts 
say 
the 
Russians 
could shift their oil to land by 
way of sm aller vessles. 
US. warplanes have struck 
some pumping stations on the 
inland pipeline but have con­ 
centrated mainly on hitting 
storage depots into which the 
oil flows. 
The pipeline itself is too 
small a target to be attacked 
effectively from the air.

The skin 
rash usually breaks out along 
the distribution of the nerve. 
Since one of the nerves 
between the ribs is commonly 
involved, it is not unusual for 
the rash to go along the 
curvature of the rib. It can 
however, involve a nerve 
with the distribution along 
the side of the leg or even 
over the face. 
Unfortunately, the treat­ 
ment of this problem is un­ 
satisfactory.

The rash usually lasts only 
two or three weeks, but about 
IO per cent of the people who 
have this problem will have 
residual 
neuralgia, 
this 
means that the nerve that 
was involved in the first place 
continues to cause severe 
pain. This is very difficult to 
treat. 
Dr. Dobson recommends 
spraying the painful area 
with one of the refrigerant 
sprays such as ethyl chloride. 
This sometimes relieves the 
pain at least temporarily and 
in a few instances produces 
permanent relief. 
If the pain persists for a 
long period of tim e the 
patient is often sent to a 
neurosurgeon and if the nerve 
involved is superficial or not 
essential to vital body func­ 
tion, som etim es surgical 
relief of the pain is at­ 
tempted. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 
heard that if a person drinks 
liquid less than one hour 
before meals, during meals, 
or less than one hour after , 
meals, their arthritic pains 
will be much greater than if 
they abstain from drinking 
during these periods.

He 
lunched with an o ld friend, 
Eugene B. Sydno r, Jr., who 
was then chairm an o f the 
educatio n co mmittee o f the 
U.S. Chamber o f Co mmerce. 
SYDNOR WAS TO MEET 
in a few days with Arch Bo o th 
and o ther executives o f the 
U.S. 
Chamber. 
He 
asked 
Po well to let him have a 
memo randum as a basis fo r 
discussio n o f certain steps 
th at m ight be taken 
by 
American business in defense 
o f 
the enterprise system. 
Po well was agreeable. He 
went to his o ffice o ver the 
weekend and, in his usual 


metho dical way, put to gether 
a neatly fo o tno ted 33-page 
memo randum. On Mo nday, 
August 23, he gave the paper 
to Sydno r, who to o k it o n to 
Washingto n the next day. 
Two mo nths later, o n Octo ­ 
ber 21, 
P re side nt Nixo n 
no minated Po well fo r the Su­ 
preme Co urt. No w, nearly a 
year later, the mem o randum 
to Sydno r has surfaced: 
So meo ne sent a co py to Jack 
Anderso n; and Anderso n, in 
his usual snide way, gave it a 
sinister reading . P o w ell’s 
views were so m ilitant, said 
Anderso n, that the memo ­ 
randum “ raises a questio n 
abo ut Po well’s fitness to de­ 
cide any case invo lving busi­ 
ness interests.” 


FOR THE RECORD, And­ 
erso n never raised any such 
questio n abo ut the fitness o f 
Thurgo o d M arshall, as to 
integratio n, o r abo ut Arthur 
Go ldberg, as to labo r — but 
no m atter. The effect o f And­ 
erso n’s attack o n Po well has 
been 
to give 
the 
memo ­ 
randum publicity it never 
co uld have achieved in any 
o ther way. Businessmen are 
besieging the Chamber with 
requests fo r co pies o f the 
text. Quite po ssibly, thanks to 
Anderso n, 
so mething 
may 
co me o f Po well’s year-o ld 
reco mmendatio ns after all. 
These 
reco mmendatio ns 
are no thing sensatio nal, but 
they make great go o d sense. 
Po well’s thesis is that the 


American eco no mic system 
is under bro ad attack, no t 
merely fro m a handful o f ex­ 
tre m ists 
but 
m o re 
significantly fro m “perfectly 
respectab le 
elem ents 
o f 
so ciety — fro m the co llege 
cam pus, 
the 
pulpit, 
the 
media, the intellectual and 
literary jo urnals, the arts and 
sciences, 
and 
fro m 
po liticians.” The statem ent is 
undeniably true. 
Parado xically, Po well no t­ 
ed, the business co mmunity 
o ften to lerates and even par­ 
ticipates in its o wn destruc­ 
tio n : Businessmen co ntribute 
to 
fo undatio ns 
th at 
a re 
basically anti-business, and 
they suppo rt universities 
do minated by 
intellectuals 
who wage war against the 
e nte rprise system . M ean­ 
while, the media glo rify such 
brilliant antago nists as Ralph 
Nader, and business execu­ 
tives do little but wring their 
hands. 


WRITING AS A 
private 
citizen with lo ng experience 
in bo th business and educa­ 
tio n, Po well o ffered a string 
o f reco m m endatio ns. The 
first essential, he said, is fo r 
businessm en ‘‘to co nfro nt 
this pro blem as a prim ary re­ 
spo nsibility o f co rpo rate 


m anagem ent.” Large co m­ 
panies, he said, sho uld ap­ 
po int a vice presidept fo r sur­ 
vival. The U.S. Chamber, fo r 
its part, sho uld take the o f­ 
fensive. 
Becaus*e the campus is “ the 
single mo st dynamic fo rce” 
ag ainst 
the 
e nte rprise 
system, effo rts sho uld 
be 
m ade to achieve a better bal­ 
ance o n co llege faculties. 
Highly qualified independent 
scho lars sho uld be asked to 
review key textbo o ks, and to 
criticize their anti-business 
bias. Po well suggested that 
the 
TV 
netw o rks 
be 
mo nito red; when their depic­ 
tio n o f business is unfair o r 
inacc urate , 
stro ng 
co m ­ 
plaints sho uld be registered. 
In the po litical arena, and 
thro ugh the co urts, business­ 
men sho uld fo llo w the activist 
example o f their fo es: Get in 
the act! 
It is a disservice to Po well 
thus to co ndense his memo ­ 
randum. 
The paper 
is a 
superlative piece o f advice to 
businessmen, and o ught to be 
read in full — read and taken 
to heart. This was the wo rk o f 
P rivate Citizen Po well back 
in Richmo nd, but Mr. Justice 
Po well is no t likely to write 
any better o pinio ns o n the 
Co urt.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
A spot check of records in 14 
counties showed there is no 
need at this time for an “ in 
depth' 
look into welfare 
cheating 
in 
Ohio, 
State 
Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson 
said today. 
He gave results of the in­ 
vestigation 
to newsmen, 
saying that while there is no 
evidence of cheating on a big 
scale, the probe did establish 
a system of cross-checks that 
will help guard against it in 
the future. 
The checks were made to 
determine how many persons 
might be receiving child sup­ 
port or alimony payments in 
addition to public assistance. 
The one-dav check was made 
Sept. 20. 
The sampling involved a 
total of 813 cases in the 14 
counties. Of this number,

Ferguson’s auditors listed a 
total of 47, or 5.52 per cent, as 
not reporting a second source 
of income. 
“ Results of the 14-county 
spot check indicate the in­ 
cidence of double payments, 
while low in percentage, 
nevertheless is significant 
and efforts by local welfare 
officials should be made to 
establish tighter controls,” 
Ferguson said. 
In Cuyahoga County, where 
a random sampling last 
month led to a decision to 
make the 14-county check, 


the auditor reported 10 cases 
of unreported income out of 
71 checked for a percentage 
of 14—highest among the 14 
counties. Lawrence County 
had none among 47 cases 
checked. 
The next highest county 
was Summit which had 8 of 61 
for

O netim e Honkytonk Singer 
N ow 'Sings for the Lord'

NEW YORK (AP) — Ethel 
Waters, who has spent most 
of her life singing many 
different kinds of songs, these 
days is singing for the Lord. 
Whenever she can, she 
sings with the Billy Graham 
Crusade. Her first singing 
jobs, starting as a t6en-ager, 
were honkytonk, where the 
lyrics had double meanings. 
Since, she has sung in 
nightclubs, on the Broadway 
stage and on other stages 
across the country. She in­ 
troduced “Dinah” in 1924 and 
“Stormy Weather” in 1933. 
She was speaking in con­ 
nection 
with 
her 
autobiography, “To Me It’s 
Wonderful,” which she wrote 
about her rededication to 
God, after a Billy Graham 
Crusade in New York in 1957. 
“It is not a Bible,” she says. 
“There is nothing in the book 
to scare or annoy or em­ 
barrass you. You’ll be able to 
laugh and smile. It is just a 
human story.” 


An earlier autobiography, 
“His Eye Is on the Sparrow,” 
she says she wrote “to show 
what a person, regardless of 
status, can overcome.” 
i Miss Waters, who seldom 
talks to the press, said, 
“When the crusade came to 
New York, I was doing 
summer stock. My weight 
was monstrous. I hated the 
world and everybody in it, 
including me. 


“HATE IS. so cancerous. 
When you let your temper get 
the best of you, who has the 
headaches and high blood 
pressure? You. That’s why I 
laugh so much now. I’m not 
going to let the Devil best me. 
“I used to listen to Billy 
Graham on the radio. I had 
this inner something lacking 
in my life that I had once 
experienced when I was 12. I 
was lonely. I wanted to find 
that right relationship with 
God I had once experienced. 
“I went to Madison Square 
Garden to hear Billy. You 
would have almost thought he 
was talking to me. What he 
said 
seemed 
to 
answer 
questions that I had in my 
mind. 
“It was the first time I’d 
been to that kind of thing, 
though I’d worked in benefits 
and programs. The spirit 
don’t always thrive but it was 
thriving with me then. 
“After the first week, I 
asked if I could get a pass to 
get in. I was so big it was hard 
to stand in a crowd every 
night. They gave me a choir 
pass so I’d be able to sit in the 
choir. I didn’t intend to sing; I 
just wanted to get in there. 
“Then they asked me to 
sing a solo. I knew I had to 
make a decision. I knew if I 
sang ‘His Eye Is on the 
Sparrow’ there, I shouldn’t 
sing ‘Heat Wave’ the next 
night. I prayed a lot about it. 
My only livelihood was the 
theater. I didn’t know how I 
was going to earn a penny. I 
was thinking about days in 
the past when I had nothing.

Court testimony said the 
government was playing the 
sidewalk market in the 1950s

spokesman countered today 
that “these days the treasury 
does not trade dollars on the 
black m arket. 
Definitely 
not.” 
“As for the past, we are not 
saying anything.” 


Many a tourist browsing 
through central Tel Aviv has 
been approached by a shifty 
eyed 
black 
m arketeer 
asking: ‘‘You want change 
money? I change.” But few 
suspected that beneath the 
edora was an envoy acting on 
behalf of the Israeli treasury. 
The sidewalk market — 
where the deals are usually 
made in doorways — exists 
because Israel keeps fairly 
tight 
control 
of 
foreign 
currency. 
In a bank, the tourist gets 
4.20 Israeli pounds for an 
American dollar, but on the 
street he can get 4.50 pounds 
a gain of about 8 per cent. It’s 
illegal but not very. 
Israelis going abroad are 
allowed to take only $250 
worth of foreign currency out 
of the country, so they buy 
extra spending money on the 
underground market. These 
were the transactions that 
interested the treasury.

chers today proposed that the

The team, headed by Dr. 
ft 
Sol Roy Rosen thal of the Un ­

iv ersity of Illin ois, did so in 
■ 
reportin g resu lts of its su rv ey 
of leu kemia death rates 
amon g thou san ds of children 
in Chicago in 1964 throu gh 
1969. 
The scien tists said the 
su rv ey in v olv ed the health 
records of black children 
from in fan cy throu gh 6 y ears 
of age—54,414 who were 
v accin ated at birth again st 
tu bercu losis with BCG, an d 
an other 172,9 86 who were n ot. 
On e death from leu kemia 
was reported amon g» the 
v accin ated grou p—a rate of 
less than on e death 
per 
100,000 per y ear—bu t 21 
deaths were listed amon g the 
u n v accin ated grou p, a rate of 
2 .0 2. 
DF 
Rosen thal presen ted 
the report to an in tern ation al 
con feren ce on BCG which has 
been u n der ev alu ation as a 
possible n ew treatmen t for 
can cer. 
He said the Chicago stu dy 
was “a retrospectiv e stu dy , 
so that n o firm con clu sion s 
can be drawn , bu t it su ggests 
that BCG may be con sidered 
as a v accin e again st acu te 
leu kemia. 
Bu t 
Rosen thal 
said 
the 
difTeren ce 
between 
the 
leu kemia death rates in the 
two grou ps was “statistically 
sign ifican t.” 
Declarin g that lon g-term 
con trolled stu dies mu st be 
carried ou t before defin ite 
con clu sion s can be drawn . 
Rosen thal said: 
“ To ex pedite fu tu re cop- 
trolled stu dies, on e may 
c on s i d e r 
v a c c i n a t i n g 
n ewborn s, families wjiere 
there is a history of can cer, 
an d older age grou ps 
40 or 
ov er—where the immu n e 
sy stem is believ ed to become 
less an d less effectiv e.” 
By the “immu n e sy stem” 
he mean t the body ’s n atu ral 
defen ses again st in v asion by 
diseases of v ariou s ty pes.

NEW VORK (AF) — Last 
week, an ABC spokesman ex­ 
pressed “cautious optimism'' 
when his network ran a tight 
second to NBO in the ratings 
for the first week of the fall 
television season. 
His caution may have been 


justified In the second week 
the season's national ratings,. 
ABC dropped to a way-behind; 
third place while 
third- 
ranked CBS. after vowing a 
strong comeback, came in 
first. 
Only one ABC show, the 
long-running 
“ M arcus 
Welby, M.D.,” made the top 
20 for the week of Sept. 18-24, 
according to A. C. Nielsen Co. 
ratings of programs shown in 
prime evening time for the 
period. 
And “ W elby” cam e in 
eighth this time, seen in an 


estim ated , 15.5 
m illion 
households compared to the 
previous week when it ranked 
first and was seen in an 
estim ated 
20.2 
m illion 
households. 
The week’s top-ranked 
show didn't shock rating- 
w atchers. 
It 
was 
CBS’ 
popular “All in the Family," 
which 
was 
seen 
in 
an 
estimated 20.7 million Ameri­ 
can households that week. 
A comparison of the 20 top- 
rated programs for the two-

CBS with five. 
There was a dram atic 
turnaround in the top 20 list 
the following week. CBS 
posted ll winning entries, 
NBC 8 and ABC I. 
Although many view ers 
won’t believe it, 
network 
officials say it isn’t until 
November that decisions are 
made on which shows will be 
kept, canceled or shifted to 
new time slots. 
They say it usually takes 
until the latter part of 
October for national viewing 
patterns — and ratings — to 
take some kind of shape and 
meaning. 
But the ratings for the first 
two weeks of the season in­ 
dicate that viewers initially 
don’t seem to be buying the 
prom otional 
hoopla 
that 
accompanied the arrival of 20 
new, regularly scheduled 
series. 
During the first week, they 
watched in sufficient num­ 
bers 
to 
put 
only 
CBS’ 
“Maude" and “Bridget Loves 
Bernie” in the top 20, along, 
with NBC’s 
“ Wednesday 
Mystery Movie” and ABC’s 
“Paul Lynde Show.” 


In the next week, the Lynde 
show plummeted from 14th 
place to 28th position. The 
rest moved up. “Bridget” 
went from sixth to third 
place, “Maude” from lith to 
sixth and NBC’s Wednesday 
whodunit from 20th to 17th in 
the standings. 
The biggest second-week 
surprise dismayed NBC. Its 
“Bonanza,” now in its 14th 
season on the range, was shot 
out of the saddle by the op­ 
posing “Maude” show and 
dropped from fourth to 39th 
place. 
The second-week rating re­ 
sults boggle the mind. So does 
the idea that “Maude,” a 
thrice-divorced, loudmouthed 
eastern battle-ax could take 
on the Cartwrights, most 
solid family in the West — 
and win.

Innocent Prison 
Inmate Is Freed 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Still 
wearing his white prison uni­ 
form with number RO33770, 
Jerome Lee Robinson, 19, of 
Miami walked out of jail 
Wednesday after serving two 
years for a crime he didn’t 
commit.. 
Robinson was convicted of 
the $1,300 robbery of a super­ 
m arket 
in

and 
shooting of the store manager 
in November 1971. Judge 
Murray Goodman sentenced 
him to IO years in prison 
although 
the 
teen-ager 
pleaded innocent and only 
one 
witness » identified 
Robinson. 
Two months ago, police

Judge 
Goodman that 
they had 
arrested 
the wrong 
man. 
They said a Raiford State 
Prison convict later admitted 
committing the crime. 
Robinson, also at Raiford, 
had not seen his daughter, 
born while he was serving his 
term . 
At 
W ednesday’s 
hearing, Judge Goodman told 
Robinson to “go home and get 
to know your daughter.” 


CAN’T RAID TRAINS 
OKLAHOMA CITY (A P )- 
A federal court judge has 
forbidden Oklahoma law 
enforcement authorities from 
future raids on Amtrak trains 
serving liquor by the drink 
while passing through the 
state. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Stephen S. Chandler Wed­ 
nesday ordered a halt to the 
prosecution of club barman 
George H. Bell of Chicago, 
who was arrested July 18 
when state authorities raided 
Amtrak’s Texas Chief as it 
passed through Oklahoma 
City. 
“The subjection of Amtrak 
to the Oklahoma criminal 
laws thwarts and frustrates 
the congressional purpose in 
the creation of Amtrak and 
unduly burdens in terstate 
commerce,” Judge Chandler 
said in granting a permanent 
injunction against further 
prosecution of Amtrak for 
serving liquor on its trains.
